Not all advertising agencies ate 
equally helpful to clients‘and for 
this reason firms should not engage 
the first agency they happen to 
come into touch with or hear of, 
but they should make’ caréful in-

rendered by the varidus agencies 
and choose the one that is obtain- 
ing the best results. The most im-
